HAVANA, Feb. 23.—Alarming conditions exist this morning. 
The situation is more grave than at any time since the Maine explosion one week 


Consul-General Lee has informally advised Americans not necessarily detained 
here to leave for home at once. Many families will sail by the Olivette to-day. It 
is understood the ship will only be here a few hours. 

This 1s an indication that those on the ground realize the possibility of trouble 
arising suddenly and their inability to protect women and children if an outbreak 
occurs. 

Although the officers of the Naval Board of Inquiry preserve an impenetrable 
reserve, the Post-Dispatch correspondent learns that some of the best naval experts 
now believe that the explosion was the result of treachery. 

They do not belteve that Spanish officials were part of the conspiracy. From 
evidence now in their possession they believe the Spanish Government, Gen. Blanco 


} and all his military subordinates were cuiltless alike of knowledge or of participation 


in the mine. It is believed to have been planned by a fanatic. 

Naval officers fear that when the facts are known it may be impossible to restrain 
public sentiment.

The majority of the Spanish politicians, 
Kencrals and newspapers are annoyed and 
alarmed. They argue that a political com- 
mittee is thus created outside the insular 
rkovernment—and despite its resistance— 
with a view to virtually controlling the 
election and conducting negotiations with 
the imsurgents and the Cuban refugees 
abroad. 

In the eyes of the Spaniards this is ex- 
travagant pretension, initiating a very im- 

ractical departure under the new 
Colonial Constitution.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—There its a very 
marked improvement in the situation here, 
gauged by the tone of public sentiment.

Information recelved from Commander 
Forsythe of the navy at Key West almost 
precludes the amen cc | of the disaster 
having been occasioned Dy spontaneous 
combustion. From this information it 
would appear that there was very little, if 
any, coal in the forward bunkers at the 
time of the explosion, and that this coal 
was anthracite and not bituminous. It is 
pointed out that spontaneous combustion 
is as liable to ignite cobble stones as it is 
anthracite coal. Indeed, the only avowed 
believer in the accident theory is Prof. Al- 
ger, and he is less outspoken now than some 
days ago.

WAS THE MAINE ANCHORED OVER A MINE? 
THE TIME HAS COME FOR SPAIN TO SPEAK. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—I am requested by the highest authority in Wash- 
ington to-day to acknowledge with thanks the great obligation which the administra- 
tion is under to the Post-Dispatch and New York World for the information which 
has reached here from correspondents during the last few days from Havana and 


from Madrid. 

While the President and the other officials have su$pended judgment upon the 
cause of the disaster to the Maine, and while one and all await the result of the 
naval inquiry now in progress, no attempt is made to disguise or deny the facts that 
the impression is growing stronger and more generally accepted every hour that 
the Maine was blown up by a mine placed under our battleship either by treachery os 


neglect. 

It is pointed out that much has been done by the Administration to allap 
public feeling and to preserve the friendly relations officially existing between the 
United States and Spain, but it is pointed out that, in the opinion of the highest 
authorities in Washington to-day, THE TIME HAS COME WH EN THERE 
SHOULD BE GIVEN EVIDENCE OF SOME RECIPROCITY IN INTER- 
NATIONAL COURTESIES, and it is regarded that a public manitcstation on the 
part of the Spanish Government to allay the susceptibilities of our people in some 
proportion is due. 

It is pointed out that the time has come when it is incumbent upon Spain to show 
by a counter-demonstration of international courtesy that the display of confidence 
upon he part of the President and our Government in the good faith of the Spanish 
authorities and people is not misplaced, and it is pointed out that the only way in 
which this can be done is by reciprocity of act and fact, and mot simply with words 
and messages of condolence, highly as they have been appreciated. 

1AM THEREFORE REQUESTED BY THE HIGHEST AUTHORITIES 
IN WASHINGTON TO-DAY TO HAVE THIS OFFICIAL VIEW OF THE 
MATTER CABLED TO MR. HOUGHTON, THE POST-DISPACH AND 
WORLD CORRESPONDENT IN MADRID, AND TO MR. SCOVEL, IN 
HAVANA. WITH THE PURPOSE THAT THESE FACTS AND IM PRES- 
SIONS MAY BE, IN MADRID, LAID BEFORE THE QUEEN REGENT AND 
HER CONSTITUTIONAL ADVISERS, AND IN HAVANA BEFORE GEN, 
BLANCO AND HIS CABINET. 

The hope is to clicit from these, the highest official sources, the statement cither 
that the harbor of Havana was not mined or that there was no mine in the immediate 
vicinity of the place which was selected as the anchorage for the Maine by the Span- 
ish officials themselves. 

It is recognized that it is not customary for a nation to shed any light upon its 
defenses, and no information that@would be incompatible with Spanish interest is de- 
sired. It is merely asked that a statement be forthcoming from Spain whether the 
Maine was anchored over a mine or not, 

Should no answer or an indecisive one only be forthcoming it is thought here 
that the public opinion of the country would hold that the Spanish Government 1s 
either not willing or not able to co-operate with our Government in allaying popu- 
lar excitement and in dispelling suspicions which under the circumstances it 18 thought 
not unnatural should have arisen in many minds. 

It is insisted upon here that this is the question of the hour, and that should an 
authoritative reply be secured much will have been done to allay popular excitement, 
and the Post-Dispatch and World will have rendered a service of the Inghest value 
to the State.

NO IMMEDIATE RELIEF IS IN SIGHT.

The Well-to-Do People Have Stripped Themselves Poor to Help 
the Destitute and No Food Obtainable.

SANTIAGO, Cuba, Feb. 18.—While the 
United States cruiser Montgomery was at 
Matanzas recently a board of officers was 
appointed to inquire into the condition of 
the people-of that province. Although the 


exact terms of the report are not known, | 


it may be said that, in substance, it sets 
forth that there are 14,000 people absolutely | 
without food and clothing within the city | 
limits. About 3000 of tBese live in small | 
huts of palm branches. These huts form 
three separate villages beyond the built up 
portions of the city.

and are absolutely without homes or shel- 
ter. 

These 14,000 people are of the laboring 
classa who have been driven into the cities 
from their country homes, which’ have been 
destroyed in: the war operations. Most of 
them are women and children and they are 
all emaciated, sick and almost beyond re- 
ef unless they can have the benefit of 
the reguiar treatment in the hospitals. As 
it is they are dying in the streets for want 
of food. 

According to statistics gathered from the 
best official sources the number of deaths 
in the Province of Matanzas from starva- 
tion is 59,000, and the number of starving 
people at present in the province is esti- 
mated at 98,000, out of a total population 
of 258,616 in December, 1837, and the num- 
ber of starving people is rapidly increasing. 

In the city of Matanzas alone there have 
been about 11,000 deaths during the past 
year, and the number is increasing daily. 
The death rate at present averages 46 per 
day, as shown by the reports from thea 
cemetery. ‘The increase in the death rate 
| is due to the fact that the distress is no 
longer confined to the laboring class, most 
of whom have already perished. It has now 
extended to those people who before the 
war were in moderately comfortable cir- 
cumstances. Those who are 3ow begging 
in the streets were ina large part well-to-do 
people, or the children of well-to-do people. 
And, tn addition, the citizens of the city of 
Matanzas themselves are beginning to suf- 
fer for the actual] necessities of life, having 
decimated their resources in order to supply 
the needs of the laboring class who have 
been quartered upon them. 


The citizens of Matanzas have an organ- 
ized system of relief for the starving peo- 
ple, but it is entirely inadequate and is daily 
becoming more glaringly so, for the re- 
sources of those who were well to do are 
rapidly diminishing while the demand for 
food js constantly increasing. 


At one of the relief stationg the board of 
officers found 100 starving people, this being, 
the actual number of persons for whom 
the citizens had been unable to provide 
rations there. In @ room across the court- 
yard of the building were 100 tin pans and 
as many spoons. These pans were filled 
with a cooked mess of nice and fish and 
were arranged in rows ready for distribu-

fortunates live in the streets of the city : 


tion among the famishing people who were 
in waiting in another part of the house. 
But, as already said, the three relief 
places in tha City of Matanzas do not begin 
to adequately supply food to the 14,000 peo- 
ple who are there starving in the streets, 
for the citizens are only able to issue food 
three times ‘a day at each place, and then 


;only about a hundred at a time. Conse- 


quently, only about nine hundred of the 
destitute people receive food on any dey. It 
should be added that a large number of the 


i citizens of Mantanzas have fed the starving 


in the streets in front of their own homes, 
but the citizeng themselves are feeling the 
‘pinch and privation, and unless assistance 
soon comes to them they will be compelled 
,in self-protection to cease the work of char- 
‘ity in which they are now engaged and 
‘which is seemingly the only salvation fer 
the starving thousands. 


The only other public relief at Matanzas 
is that given to the poor sick children by 
the Management of the Emergency Hosp!- 
tal, which is under the direction of the 
Volunteer Fire Department of Matanzas. 
There about elghty children are treated 
daily and are furnished with nourishment 
under the direction of the city physicians. 

These statements are the conclusions, 
facts and figures arived at by a board of 
United States naval officers. ‘When the 
United States naval officers landed they 
were constantly followed by clamoring 
crowds of starving men, women and chil- 
dren, who importuned them in the most 
heartrending manner for a little food, for 
the want of which they were slowly dying. 

The United States Consul at Matanzas 
has done everything possible under the cir- 
cumstances, but when the Montgomery 
left there, in the first days of February, 
the consul had only enough rations remain- 
ing to last about two weeks, after which 
the fynd appropriated by Congress would 
have been exhausted and then the sufferers 
of Matanzas would include the American 
citizens at that place, who have hitherto 
received relief through the United States 
consulate. At that time the consul had 
received a petition signed by the American 
citizens of Matanzas setting forth In detail 
the need in which they stood for imme- 
diate relief from the dangers of starvation. 

So far as the board of officers of the 
Montgomery could ascertain, Matanzas» at 
that time, needed a suppiy of food forAé - 
000 people, for at least one month, in daai- 
tion to supplies of condensed milk for in- 
valids and medicines of all kinds. The peo- 
ple of Matanzas are also in urgent need of 
clothing, most of them being in filthy rags. 

The Spanish authorities, it may be said in 
conclusion, have rendered all the assist- 
ance which it seems possible for them to 
provide. On two occasions they have given 
$100,000 to the fund for the destitute, but 
so far as the board could learn, this was 
all the Government was in a position to 
contribute to the relief of the 14,000 starv- 
ing, dying people in the streets of Matan- 
zas,

Strong Appeal to Various Mer- 
cantile Associations. 


CHARGE OF DISCRIMINATION. 


DRAYAGE COMPANY CONTEM- 
PLATES COMMENCING ACTION 
IN THE FEDERAL COURTS. 


UNDUE FAVORITISM SHOWN. 


Impossible for Those Companies Not in 
the Combine to Exist Unless 
a Radical Change Is 
Made. 


Every manuacturers’ and mercantile as- 
sociation in St. Louis has been asked to 
assist in a prosecution of certain railroads 
whose terminus is East St. Louis and who 
are charged with open violation of the 
interstate commerce law. 

With the railroads in question one or two 
local transfer companies will be made de- 
fendants in ‘the proceedings to be institut- 
ed in the Federal courts. 

The communications sent to the various 
associations were prepared by F. F. Hens- 
ler, president of the St. Louls Drayage Co., 
and he is leading the fight. Behind him are 
his own interests and those of smaller con- 
cerns that depend upon transfer business 
from East 8t. Louis for existence, 

a letters to the organizations set forth 
the contentions of the writer and ask for an 
indorsement of his position and a small con- 
gpa to defray expenses of a prosecu- 

Owing to the fact that man associations 
hold only monthly meetings Mr. Hensler 
has not received the full expression of 
opinion and says he will not proceed until 
he has been fully indorsed. Those bodies 
which have taken the matter up are said 
to aati at least tendered their moral sup- 
port. 

It is ‘the claim that the railroads have 
become so discriminative that with the ex- 
ception of one or two transfer companies, 
it is next to impossible to secure business 
from them. Free and fair competition has 
been shut off and with the establishment of 
the hand and glove system between rail- 
road and transfer company, other drayage 
concerns have steadily lost business until 
their existence is threatened. 

Under the present condition, it is said, the 
hauling from East St. Louis has fallen 
into the maw of a@ trust, comparatively 
speaking, since honest competition has 
been so effectually excluded. ; 

Neither Mr. Hensler nor those associated 
with him will show their hands, but all 
firmly insist that a vigorous warfare is to 
be waged. One form of discrimination, 
said to be in vogue and which is particu- 
larly objectionable, is that the nmailroads 
furnish to the favored transfer company 
assistance in unloading cars, loading their 
wagons and even clerks to bill the goods. 
By this means that company is said to be 
able to hurry the merchandise to thig side 
in better time than could possibly be made 
by a rival concern, wh must, it is al- 
leged, furnish helpers, clerks, etc. 

The various annoyances caused by de- 
lays in getting loaded cars to switches 
constitute another grievance. The claim is 
made that this tardiness is more frequently 
intentional than otherwise and thet it is 
done to harass the competing drayage 
companies. 

In direct contrast it ‘is pointed out that 
the favored one does not wait for its goods 
and that the utmost alacrity is at al] times 
shown in accommodating it. In conge- 
quence it is said out of town manufacturers 
and local jobbers have learned that to 
insure speedy transit for their wares they 
must bill them through that company fa- 
vored by the railroads. 

“We claim,” said Mr. Hensler, ‘that 
this ig in direct violation of the interstate 
commerce laws and when we@have mar- 
ehaled our forces we shall conduct a strong 


‘fight on these lines in the Federal courts.”

AN AWFUL MASSACRE. 


Negro Postmaster and His Family 
Murdered by a Band of White Men. 
COLUMBIA, 8. ¢., Feb. 23.—At Lake City, 

Willlamsburg County, yesterday morning 

Postmaster Baker, a negro, and his family 

were ‘burned out of their home, the Post- 

master and a baby In arms killed and his 
wife and three daughters shot and maimed 
for life. Baker was appointed Postmaster 
three months ago. There was a protest at 
Baker’s appointment, but not very vigorous. 
Three months ago, as the Postmaster was 


leaving the office at night, in company with 
several colored men, he was fired on from 
ambush, Last Tuesday night a body of men 
— the building with shot and rifle bul- 
ets. 

Yesterday morning a torch was applied to 
the Postoffice and Baker’s house. Back, 
just within the line of light, were over one 
hundred white men, armed with pistols and 
shotguns, Baker was first to reach the door, 
and fell dead just within-the threshold, 
being shot in several places. The mother 
had the babe in her arms, and had reached 
the door over her husband’s body when a 
bullet crashed through its skull and it fell 
to the floor. She was shot fn several places, 
Two of the girls had their arms broken at 
the shoulder, and will probably lose them. 
Another of the girls is believed to be fatally 
wounded. he boy is shot. Two of the 
seven occupants of the house escaped with 
slight injuries. The bodies of Baker and the 
infant were cremated in the building.

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A MERIT SYSTEM INSTANCE. 


The public career of William C. Marshall, who has been pro- 
noted by Gov. Stephens from the City Counselorship to a seat 
on the Supreme Bench of the State, offers a timley illustration 
of a practical application of the merit system to Municipal 
Government. 

Judge Marshall has served three Municipal administrations, 
with two of which he was opposed:in political principles and 
party affiliation. Appointed by Mayor Noonnn as a staunch 
Democrat he was, despite his frank avowal of Democratic prin- 
ciples and open support of his party, retained by Mayor Wal- 
\ bridge and has served a year under Mayor Ziegenhein. 

This retention of a Democratic City Counselor by a Repub- 
lican Mayor was a practical recognition of the wisdom of the 
merit system. Judge Marshall held his place because he had 
proved his capacity and @had acquired the experience and 
knowledge of the city’s law business which rendered him more 
useful than a new officer would have been.) 

The same rule applies to all Municipal employes. With fit- 
hess in the first place and good conduct following, a city em- 
ploye becomes. more useful as his experience increases. To 
change employes periodically, regardless of fitness, is to lose 
acquired skill and to subject the city’s business to the costly 
disadvantage of being attended to by raw hands.

A DIPLOMATIC QUESTION. 

President McKinley and his Cabinet are said to have de-

Bitter hostility fomented by unscrupulous politicians animate 
the Spaniards in Spain as well as in Cuba.

While the Administration is becomingly assuming that an 
honorable and peaceful solution of present complications may 
be reached it is evidently preparing for all emergencies. There 
is no room to doubt that any emergency that may arise will 
be met in a manner consonant with the dignity and honor of 
the American people. 

Not only the courage but the strength of character, the self 
restraint, in short, the civilizatian of the people of ;the United 
States are on trial.

The cause, Dr. Sutter says, is nicotine 
poisoning. The young man ijooks like a 
wreck. 

He is continually pleading for cigarettes 
and works himself into hysteria because 
they are not given him. A visitor at the 
hospital Wednesday held a cigarette in his 
hand and young McGinnis dashed himseif 
violently against the iron bars in a frantic 
endeavor to get it. 

When quieted, the lad said he would 
rather smoke cigarettes than eat. He al- 
ways went to bed with a cigarette in his 
mouth, and when he awakened his first 
move was to me one. 

A police officer who found him acting 
queerly at Jefferson avenue and North Mar- 
ket street, sent him to the hospital. His 
pockets were filled with cigaretie ashes, 
which he used as_ snuff. It quieted his 
nerves, he said, and helped him in his duties 
as detective. 

“I am the best detective on the force,” 
he said. “I am the reformer in the city 
police force, and if I live long enough we 
will have the best force of detectives here 
that can be found any where. Ask Billy 
Desmond about me and about my new plan. 

I am going to open a school for young 
men who want to ‘be officers. There will 
be a gymnasium and a — plunge bath. 
Cold water baths are good for detectives, 
giving them grit and nerve. 

“Our detectives Jack grit, all except 
Kelly. He is the best crap game officer 
in the world. I educated Kelly.’ 

Dr. Sutter said that McGinnis’ condition 
is serious. The nicotine has affected him 
mentally and physically. His throat is in 
a cancerous condition from the poisoning. 
He may not recover his sanity. 

His mother called at the hospital. She 
said she will have him sent to St. Vin- 
cent’s Asylum. 


WRECKAGE FOUND AT SEA

Armory. 


PLACE CROWDED LAST NIGHT.

TWENTY-TWO NAMES WERE AD- 
DED TO THE NAVAL RE- 
SERVE KOSTER. 


INFORMATION FOR APPLICANTS. 


Dr. Pesold Increases His Staff So as to 
Expedite Medical Examina- 
tions—Questions That 
Are Asked. 


Military spirit was rampant at the Ar- 
mory Tuesday night; war talk was heard 
all over the building and there seemed lit- 
. tle doubt that, hostilities once declared, 
the First Regiment would volunteer to a 
man to go to the front, and the volunteer 
papers’ would be forwarded long before an 
official call could come from the Governor. 

It was battalion drill and dress parade, 
the latter followed by a hop. Nearly 600 


men turned out and the officers were much 
pleased with their appearance. 

But in addition to those who appeared in 
uniform and responded to orders the Ar- 
mory was crowded, indeed, s0 many spec- 
tators have rarely been seen there. Per- 
haps half of those present made inquiry as 
to how they could join the National Guard 
and officers were kept busy answering 
questions and directing the applicants when 
10 call for enlistment blanks agd how to 
proceed. i 

Many of them who made application were 
anxious to join the Naval Reserves and 
Were directed to the gun park on the 
ground floor, where this organization is 
quarigred until its roormns are furnished. 
The recruiting officer of the reserves was 
kept busy from 8 o'clock until 11, answering 
questions and making out papers. When 
the books were finally closed 22 new names 
had heen added to the lists..Among them 
were tw@Q minors, brothers, who were ac- 
companied to ¢he armory by their father. 

“Il was a enember of the British volun- 
teers,’’ said he in presenting his sons to 
Capt. Hunicke. “Now I am an American 
and-as I think there ids going to be trouble 
I want my sons to ‘be in a place where 
they cam fight for their adopted country.” 

Later in the evening, while watching the 
drill, he exclaimed: ‘Il have a notion to join 
myself.’’ He added he would think the mat- 
ter over, and perhaps the next meeting 
night. would put his name beside those of 
his boys, 

While the recruiting officer was busy in 
the gun park, the reserves who previously 
joined were drilled in the arena with single 
sticks. They were formed in two divisions, 
one commanded by Lieut. Lynn and the 
other by Lieut. Barstow. Officers of other 
organizations who watched this drill spoke 
very fav@rably of the work done by the 
men who were recruits but a month ago, 

Following the drillthere was a petty offt- 
cers’ school, in which Lieutenant-Command- 
er Hunicke instructed his subordinates in 
signal work. 

Dr. Pesold, surgeon of the First Regiment 
has increased his force because of the num- 
ber of applicants for enlistment these days. 
Thosé who wish to join the reserves pass 
before him as well as those who are appli- 
Canta.for the infantry arm, 

The requirements of those who wish to 
join are these: (1) Good health (2) ability to 
read and write the English language (3) 
must be between 18 and 45 years of age (4) 
minors must have consent of parents or 
guardian. 

When an applicant appears before the 
recruiting officer his name, address, age, 
and occupation are inscribed on a blank 
which is handed him to take to the sur- 
gcon, The latter examines him carefully for 
heart disease or pulmonary trouble and also 
questions him closely as to any hereditary 
ailment. This successfully passed the appli- 
cant.s turned over to Dr. Ball, the occulist, 
who assists Dr. Petold. A careful eye test 
follows, first as to short and long sight; 
then as to color. This latter is the most 
important for the reserves. A pile of wor- 
sted of various colors is placed before the 
recrult and he is asked to match bunches 
that are handed him by Dr. Ball. 

If the recruit passes al] these tests his 
medical papers are marked “approved.” 
The next step is signing the enlistment con- 
tract papers, which bind the recruit for 
three years service. This done the recruit 
+8 mustered in, the oath to support the con- 
Stitutions of the United States and the 
Stute of Missouri being administered.

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Unanswerable Arguments in 
Favor of Its Stibmission. 


RIGHTS OF PROPERTY OWNERS. 


IF THEY ASSESS THEMSELVES 
THEY ARE JUSTIFIED IN DE- 
| MANDING A CHANGE. 


OBJECTIONS URGED ABSURD. 


Proof Positive That the Present System 
Is Wholly Bad and the Universal 
Sentiment for 2 Change Can- 


not Be Ignored. 


It Is now proposed to engraft upon our 
municipal charter a provision establishing 
the merit system. This can only be done by 
the adoption of an amendment to the char- 
terf£at an election. Such an amendment 
Mas been drafted and submitted to a legis- 
lative committee of the Council of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. In substance the amend- 


ment provides that all appointments and 
romotions in the municipal eerVice of St. 
uis shall be made according to merit and 
fitness, to be ascertained, so far as prac- 
ticable, by examinations which so far 4s 
practicable, shall be competitive. 
commission of three members, to be 
appointed by the Mayor, not more than 
two of whom shall at any time be members 
of the same political party, shall be estab- 
lished. All officers in the municipal govern- 
ment are to be included under the rules of 
this commission except those who are elect- 
ed by the people, all officers and employes 
of either branch of the Municipal Assembly, 
officers appointed by the Mayor and con- 
firmed by the Council, commissioners in 
condemnation causes, the chief deputy and 
stenographer of either such elected or ap- 
pointed officer, commissioners, judges and 
clerks of election, Secretary of the Board of 
Public Improvements, deputies, constables 
and clerk of the Coroner, members of the 
law department and clerk and stenograph- 
er of the City Counsellor and all persons 
employed in the office of the Mayor. The 
examinations are required to be practical in 
their character, including physical qualifi- 
agg and, when appropriate, manual 
skill. 

Opposition has developed to the submis- 
sion of this amendment among local poli- 
ticians, as is, of course, natural, and also 
on the part of members of the legislative 
committee of the Councll, and, it is said, 
the Mayor. In general, the usual argu- 
ments, all of which have been considered, 
are urged against the measure, and in addi- 
tion to these the argument that inasmuch 
as at the approaching election an amend- 
ment to the charter rebating to the im- 
provement of etreets and sewers is to be 
submitted, the merit eystem measure will 
tend, if submitted, to defeat the passage of 
the street improvement measure. 

As to the general objections which have 
been already discussed nothing more need 
be said. As to the epecial objection last 
named there seems to be no reasonable 
ground to concede to it any force. Under 
our system in such cases each amendment 
is printed separately and separately voted 
upon. Either may be carried without in the 
least degree affecting the chances of the 
other. ach measure ig in itself complete 
and will stand or fall on its own merits. 

The arguments in favor of the present 
submission of this merit amendment are as 
follows: 

1. The certain improvement which’ will 
result in the transaction of the city’s busi- 
ness. 

2. The elimination to a great extent of 
partisan politics from city elections. 

3. The fact that inasmuch as there is to 
be an election on the street improvement 
amendment the submission of the merit 
amendment imposes no additional cost upon 
the city. 

4. Since the street Improvement amend- 
ment contemplates an expenditure of about 
$20,000,000 and the paving of hundreds of 
miles of streets, it will be necessary in case 
of its adoption to employ a great number 
of persons, vast amounts of material will 
be used, and if, as is generally believed, the 
system of inspection heretofore in vogue 
in city contracts of this character has been 
full of neglect and corruption and the work 
poorly done, the people upon whose prop- 
erty these assessments are to be levied have 
a right to say whether or not they wish 
that the safeguard which will follow from 
the adoption of this merit system shall be 
made a part of our charter. 

It goes without eaying that no public work 
is ever efficiently done except under close, 
honest and fearless inspection. It is alsc 
indisputable that in the past the great ma- 
jority of persons appointed as inspectors 
of etreet construction have been politicians, 
strong party men, whose appointemnt is 
either approved or dictated by the con- 
tractors themselves. It has followed, as a 
matter of course, that under the friendly 
sort of inspection which was given to this 
class of work, the contractor was enabled 
to give, and did in many cases, give, but 
little value for the money received. It is 
idle to say that the bonds to be given by the 
contractors for the contemplated work will 
be a sufficient safeguard, or as was re- 
cently suggested by his Honor the Mayor, 
that each citizen can be his own inspector, 
or that the final inspection of the work to 
be made by the President of the Board of 
Public Improvements will be sufficient to 
guard against the cgreless or dishonest 
performance of these contracts. 7 

Contractors have always been required to 

ive, and have always given, bond for the 
aithful performance of their contracts; 
nevertheless it needs no proof to show that 
the work has not been well done. It is 
equally without force to say that each 
yroperty owner can be his own inspector. 

Yot one in 10,000 persons will know the dif- 
ference between Portland and Louisville 
cement, whether the macadam is of the 
right quality and size, whether the cement 
and sand are mixed in the proper propor- 
tions, whether the excavation is eep 
enough, or the top coating of asphalt or 
other material is sufficiently thick and of 
the right quality; and not one in 100,000 
could give the necessary time to euch in- 
spection even if he had the technical know!l- 
edge to make it. 

Contractors’ sureties have never, at least 
in the history of this city, conferned them- 
selves as to the proper performance of city 
contracts, and there is no reason to believe 
that they will suddenly change, unless, in-

That one man could 
effectively inspect hundreds of miles of 
street construction after it is finished js eo 
manifestly a physical impossibility that it 
is ludicrous. 

The city paid last year for cleaning and 
repairing atreets the sum of $516,000, a econ- 
siderable amount of which was pai’ to in- 
epectors. The present condition of

It cannot be known. of 
course, how Many perso.1s were employed 
by the contractors in this work. but the 
city employed numerous inspectors to pass 
upon their work.

The practical question now before the peo- 
ple is whether they should be asked to as- 
sess themselves $20,000,000 for the improve- 
ment of streets, the money to be disbursed 
as it has been done heretofore. They know 
that the old system was bad. Just how bad 
they cannot tell, but they know, by reason 
of the fact that many of them will be 
egain assessed for the reconstruction of 
streets for which they paid only a few 
years ago, that it could not have been 
good. They ask for a better system. They 
believe, and many thousands of them of all 
classes have so signified, that the edoption 
of the merit system would afford a great 
safeguard in the disbursement of this 
money. It is for the City Council and the 
House of Delegates to say whether or not 
the people shall have an opportunity to vote 
upon this proposition. It seems incredible 
that the present administration should ask 
on the one ‘hand to be intrusted with tne 
disbursement of so vast a sum, and, on the 
other hand, decline to furnish every as- 
surance of the proper administration of the 
trust. A trustee who refuses to give bond 
is not as a rule an acceptable trustee. No 
reason is known why this administration 
should be exempt from the same require- 
ments, or should command any higher de- 
gree of public confidence than any other 
fiduciary agent who solicits a trust. 

It will not do to say that there is no pub- 
lic demand for the submission of this meas- 
ure. The vast number of names signed to 
petitions to the Municipal Assembly, the 
great number of persons present or repre- 
sented, at the public hearing of the Coun- 
cil committee last week, the united sup- 
port of the newspaper press (in such cases 
the very ‘best reflection of public senti- 
ment) all bear testimony to the fact that 
the demand is popular, general and insist- 
ent that this measure be submitted. He 
who denies its existence speaks either from 
Ssnoranne or a covert desire to conceal the 
act. 

Finally, the measure is a step in the di- 
rection of the application to municipal af- 
fairs of business principles common among 
all prudent men. Municipal governments 
in this country are notably inefficient and 
corrupt. It is the g@overnment by party in 
municipal affairs which ‘s directly respon- 
sible for this fact. The condition is anoma- 
lous, irrational and unworthy of an intel- 
ligent, progressive community. The oppor- 
tunity is at hand to make the first effective 
etep in the direction of curing this evil. 
The people of this community will not be 
deceived by specious pretexts. Those con- 
stituting the present administration are too 
shrewd to resist a righteous demand, com- 
pliance with which wil! greatly add to their 
credit, and a refusal to recognize it will 
brand them as either tgnorant or corrupt 
and permanently retire them to private life.

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GEORGE RITTER'S DEFENSE. 


The Nauvoo Attorney Answers Allega- 
tions Made by Paul Ritter. 


George A. Ritter of Nauvoo, IIL, does not 
propose to rest under the fmputation that 
he madé any charges against Paul Rit- 
ter in connection with the famous Montroy 
letter. which resulted in temporarily ce- 


opening the Weiss mfrder case. 

“I have never charged Paul Ritter with 
having committed any crime whatever,’ 
says Attorney Ritter. “The letter he re- 
fers to wag not written by Mrs. Eleanor 
Lohrman, but Will Montroy, fT being ac- 
quainted wi rs. Lohrman’s handwriting 
and having the original in my possession, 
I did show it to the editors of the Nauvoo 
Independent. seemed to me that it was 
my plain duty, under the law and in the 
interest of public justice, as a law-abiding 
citizen. to inform the proper authorities of 
the contents and nature of this remarkable 
communication. Conscientiously, I could 
not do otherwise. If Paul Ritter was inno- 
cent he had nothing to fear. He lived and 
boarded with his sister, Mra, Lohrman, in 
St. Louis, for about two years. This I 
think he will not attempt to deny.” 

Mr. Ritter says, further, that Paul was 
divorced from hig first wife, as the court 
records, he says, at Carthage, Ill, will 
show, ad that Paul has spent a fortune re- 
ceived from his father, including some in- 
surance money on a store that was owned 
by Paul and which was destroyed by fire, 

‘The $10,000 of railroad bonds,” declares 
George Ritter, “about which so much has 
been said, belonged to me rightfully and 
lawfully, as ex v. J. M, and J. Mayo 
Palmer of Springfield, Ill., well knew; be- 
sides, the records in the United States Court 
at Springfield will show for itself. My 
father made oath, in Carthage, I believe, 
that the railroad bonds belonged to me, and 
that he had no claim on the same in any 
way, Shape or form. He told me, while I 
was located in St. Louis as a practicing at- 
torney, to buy myself a law Hbrary with the 
railroad bond money, if I ever coum make 
the city of Nauvoo pay me. 

“My father’s will contest was never tried 
on its merits. The case was dismissed 
without prejudice, and hung fire for two 
years longer in court. When I got ready 
to take it up again, my beloved wife, being 
very ill at the time, begged of me to ‘drop 
the old will case,”’ and so I let it go. If I 
had to contest It ain I would surely break 
it, regardless of Paul's ‘undue influence,’ 
es we alleged in the petition. The suit 
would never have been brought, so far as 
I was personally concerned, had Paul acted 
brotherly toward me. Neither myself nor 
family cared one iota for all of my father’s 
truck, property, rubbish or fortune. My 
wife would never have allowed me to ac- 
cept, nor would she ever have accepted any 
bequest or devise from my father, under 
his will, no matter how great or valuable 
it might have been.

EPIDEMIC 
OF SUICIDES 


Nine Attempts Made in St. 
Louis Since Sunday. 


OST OF THEM WERE FATAL. 


JENNIE NELSON IS THE THIRD 
WOMAN TO SWALLOW 
CARBOLIC ACID. 


SHE WAS A GIRL OF 18 YEARS. 


Her Aunt Found Her Writhing in 
Agony and Begg'ng to Die at Her 
Home on South Eighth 
Street. 


| The epidemic of suicides which seems to 
possess St. Louls claimed another victim 
Wednesday morning, when Jennie Nelson 
of 1520 South Eighth street swallowed car- 
bolic acid. 

She was the ninth person in St. Louie 
within forty-eight hours to attempt self- 
destruction, and was the third young 
wornan within twenty-four hours to take 
her own life by means of the burning liquid. 

Miss Nelson's family say they can as- 
cribe no cause for her unexpected action. 
She left tlm a note as calm in its chir- 
ography and wording as it was deter- 
mined in its sentiment. The note which 
was addressed to her aunt read as follows: 

My Dear Aunt Maggie—When you find my 

body, and I should happen not to be dead, do 
not work with me. Let me die, as I do not 

want to Ive. Do not worry or bother about 
me. Send me right te the Morgue and forgive 
me if you can, though I know you never will. 

Good-by forever. JENNIE, 
Jennie Nelson was 18 years old and for 
the last two years had made her home 
with her aunt, Mrs. Maggie Nelson on the 
second floor of 1820 South Eighth atreet. 
Her father is dead and her mother is new 
Mrs. Charles Yowdy and lives at 1306 Boyle 
avenue. 

Miss Nelson was not known to have a 
love affair and she had not been noticed to 
be suffering either mentally or physically. 
When she retired Tuesday night she was 
in her usual high spirits and suicide seemed 
the farthest in her thoughts. 

Mrs. Nelson arose early Wednesday 
morning and as she started to the market 
she went to her neice’s room and informed 
her it was 7:30 o’clock and time to be out 


of bed. The girl asked to be allowed to 
sleep a little while longer and promised to 
be up and ready to heip in the household 
work by the time Mrs. Nelson returned 
home, 

Mrs. Nelson left the girl asleep. She got 
back from Soulard market. within an hour 
and found Jennie half dressed and uncon- 
scious on the bed. The note was pinned to 
the cushion on the bureau. Mrs. Neison 
searched for the empty bottle of poison, 
but could find none. A spoon in the kitch- 
en sink contained a drop or two of carbolic 
acid, and Inspection showed that the throat 
was terribly burned by the liqu.d. The girl 
must have placed the spoon as far back in 
her mouth as she could get it, as the lips 
and chin showed no signs of the flery acid 
having trickled down and seared the flesh, 
as is common in such cases of carbolic acid 
poisoning. 

A messenger from the apartments down- 
stairs was sent out for a physician and Dr. 
L. H. Davis of 103 Park avenue was found. 
He applied the stomach pump, but did not 
succeed in bringing the patient to con- 
sciousness. Dr Davis thinks the girl must 
have taken a dozen doses of the acid. The 
spoon she used was a teaspoon, but after 
the stomach had been washed there were 
indications of a large quantity having been 
swallowed. The drop of acid remaining in 
the spoon showed the solution to be of 
the strongest sold overa drug store counter 

All efforts to revive the girl sufficiently 
to obtain a statement from here were use. 
ess, 

An abmulance conveyed her to the City 
Hospital by way of the dispensary. Noth. 
ing could be done for her by dispensary 
physicians, who agreed with Dr. Davis 
that the case was hopeless. :

- OVER PORTRAITS 


Benoist Paintings the Subject 
of Litigation. 


STORY TOLD IN JUSTICE COURT. 


PLEA THEY SHOULD HANG ONLY 
IN HOUSE BEARING NAME 
OF THE ANCESTOR. 


REPLEVIN SUIT IS BEGUN. 


Pictures Alte Now in the Home of 
Conde Pallen, and Miss Eugenia 
Benoist Is One Who Wishes 
to Secure Them. 


Gabriel Benolst, ancestor of the St. Louls 
Benoists, was painter in ordinary to Louis 
XIV. His portrait in the great red wig and 
laces of his time hangs in the Pallen man- 
sion, 4406 McPherson avenue, surrounded by 
the pictures of his wife and his distin- 
guished brothers and sisters, al] painted by 


himself. 
These portraits were the subject of a re- 


plevin suit that was called for trial in the 
court of Justice of the Peace Cline, Wednes- 
day afternoon, attracting a small and se- 
lect audience of descendants of the great 


French painter. 

The contention was that the familly pic- 
tures had no right to hang upon the walls 
of Conde B. Pallen—himself a Benoisi of 
the Benoists—and that his possession of 
them was in violation of his own mother’s 
will, who bequeathed them in line of suc- 
cession to those of the Benoist name. 

Gabriel Benoist’s son, the Chevalier Be- 
noist, was the first of the family to leave 
France. He came to Canada as a cadet in 
the French army in 17356. In the course of 
time he fell heir to the pictures. 

Conde Pallen’s grandfather’s father, Fran- 
cois Marie Benoist, reached St. Louis about 
1780, and eventually married Miss Catherme 
Sanguinet. He owned the pictures, and be- 
queathed them to his 6on, Liliott Benoist. 
At his death the portraits went to his 
widow, who in turn left them to her daugh- 
ter, Mr. Pallen’s mother. 

Miss Benoist married Amos Pallen, and 
when, late in life, she came to make her 
will, it occurred to her discerning mind that 
the pictures ought never to be diverted from 
the Benoist name. Instead, therefore, of 
leaving them to her son, Conde, she willed 
them to her brother, Sanguinet Benoist; if 
he should die without male Issue, they were 
then to be held by a second brother, Conde 
Benoist, and in the event of his death with- 
out male issue they should revert to her gon, 
Conde Palien. . 

Sanguinet Benoist, now the rightful owner 
of the pictures, has two daughters, but no 
sous. Some time ago, -according to Mr. 
Pallen’s side of the controversy. Mr. Be- 
noist gave up housekeeping, and finding no 

lace suliable for the storage of his prec- 
| Ae pictures, he turned them over to Conde 
Pallen, to be kept by his nephew until he 
should make arrangements for a different 
disposition of them. 

sut the daughters object to the pictures 
hanging in the Pallen mansion, not be- 
cause it is not a secure place, but because 
of the family pride which would swing the 
ortraits fre@m the cellings of their own 
ome on Whittier street. 


The contention reached such a pitch that 


in order that the law might determine 
whether he was rightfully holdin the 
paintings, subject to the directions of their 
owner, Sanquinet Benoist. The daughters, 
Miss Eugenia and Mrs. Bogy, 
that according to Mrs. Pallen’s will the 
pictures have no right to be in anybody's 
house but that of the Benoist name, en- 
tirely independent of the Benoist blood. 
Moreover that the chances of the paintings 
ever going by right into the possession of 
Conde Pallen are exceedingly remote, 
since Conde Benoist has three sons, and 
all of them and their possible sons are 
between Mr. Pallen and the pictures. 

Mr. Pallen admits all these declarations 
except one. He-holds that his right to have 
the pictures on his walls is one of cour- 
tesy from his uncle, Sanguinet, and that 
they are constructively in his keeping for 
storage by right of their owner. 

Justice Cline’s court is not overrun with 
cases of th's kind, and there was a possi- 
bility during the day that the entailed pic- 
tures might be thrown out of court by 
reason of a default on the part of the 
daughters Bénoist, who were rather averse 
to the airing of so diplomatic a contro- 
versy in public.
